CONSUMER SPENDING 

Consumer -spending is down, 
however, ‘and. though bad wea- 
ther may be blamed to an cx- 
tent, the deepening of the re- 
cession ond contraction in con- 
usmer income must be consider- 
ed as factors. 

Anti-recession measures, fired 
off from the White House at un- 
precedented speed, - find only 
slow going in Congress. The 
food stamp plan for the needy 
faces delay and confusion on all 
levels. There ore warnings of 
the plan’s high cost and doubts 
whether it will increase consum- 
er consumption. 

Even so, the various anti- 
recession measures, as conceived 
by Kennedy, are considered in- 
suMiclent by organised labour, 
The AFL-CIO contends _ that 
even if they are all ‘adopted, 
they will only provide for on 
economic growth of 3.5 per cent. 

This would mean, the labour 
organisation says, that with the 
ever growing population, .un- 
employment oat the start of 
1962 would be seven per cent of |’ 
the total labour force os against 
the 6.6 per cent in January 1961, 

Among other things labour is 
pressing for an emergency onc- 
shot tax cut, something Kennedy 
has been saving for when things 
get roally dad. 

‘One stich proposal from tho 
AFL-CIO would have the gov- 
ernment withhold $10 less 
every week from the paycheck 
of every’ worker for a period 
of ten weeks, thos pumping 
-an additional §5,000 million 
into the consumers’ pocket. 
The big question mark is would 

the consumer spend the money? 
Numerous surveys show that the 
average consumer {s cautious 
with his spending -moncy ' at 
present and the figures for con- 
sumer spending,  spécifically 
retail sales, in anuary tend to 
confirm this, So do figures for 
business failures (bankruptcies) 
which in January reached a rate 
of G1 per 10,000, the hfyhest 
since the depth of the: 1958 
recession. 

Any tax cut would further 
imbalance the budget. Already 
how, the Kennedy administra« 
tlon, moving to pump funds Into 
the economy specdily—funds 
that originally would have been 
spent later—fears that ‘it may 
have to ask Congress for extra 
money fo continue the process 
in the second quarter lest 
Federal funds be shut off just 
as an economic upturn may ba 
developing. ‘The situation pointa 
to an enlargement,of the budget 
deficit for .the /year cndi: 
June 30, recently estimated 
$1,000 milion." 

But in eplte of these develop- 
ments, and in some choses pre- 
cisely because of them, forefgn 
manvfacturers ~are snid .to be 
maintaining a tight grip on their 
U. S. markets.”

AFTER spending eight and a half years in a Woodland, California, jail, 


67-year-old Fred

NIO QUADROS, “the tramp who talks like a don,” is 


capitalism‘’s answer to Fidel Castro. This. shabbily-dressed 


ex-provincial schoolmaster and former lawyer is 43 and entered 


politics only 13 years ago. 


Now he is the new President of 


Brazil, South America’s largest republic, and is Castro’s one 
rival for the emotional leadership of Latin-America.

He is a ¢ right-winger and 
takes pride in his country’s 
rowing cconomic achievements. 
ith good reason. He can claim 
to hnve been personally respon- 
alble for many of them. a 
famous Dutch admiral once 
swept the seas with a broom 
tied to his masthead, Quadros 
uses the broom for his symbol 
as he sweeps away the web of 
rackoteering: which for centuries 
has entangled Brazilian Ife. 
Quadros was born’ in Mato 
Grosso, the son of a2 doctor. He 
read law 2nd taught Mlternture 
in a smail secondary tchool, But 
aus the years passed he became 
increasingly dissatisfied. For he 
renlised that because so many 
middle-class Brazilians — 
clear of politics and asked only 
for a quiet life, power was in 
the hands of a corrupl few. He 
was disgusted with much of 
wot was going on around him 
and determined to change it. 
Brazilian politics have always 
been boisterous with more than 
a hint of farce. In no other 
country ccultt a local election 
have been won on a write-in 
vote from rhinoceros; only in 
Brazll could a goat ‘be clected to 
a city council. Such foings-cn 
were commonplace until Qua- 
dros’ broom swept inte action.

Quadros set cul to clean up 
Suo Paulo where the was living 
in 1947. With no politico! mac- 
hine to back him, with only his 
meagre wages to finance his 
campaign, he talked his way Into 
the eclty council. His opponents 
were - contemptuous of this 
ragged firebrand with his unruly 
shock of black hair, his Grou- 
cho Marx moustache, his dark, 
restless eyes. They were con- 
vinced he would never rise 
further. 

They were wrong. He was 
elected Mayor of Sao Paulo City 
by an overwhelming majority. 
He became a State deputy. 
Within a couple of years his 
battered hat hung in the em 
trance hall of the luxurious 
State governor's palace. 

Quadros was the most un- 
orthodox governor in Brazilian 
history. He wrote dispatches te 
the Cabinet in verse, bit how- 
ever much their biling wit made 
the Government and the pubHe 
laugh, few failed to realise that 
his poems were a veiled attack 
on many aspects of Brazilian 
ife. 

He was determined to clean 
tp Sao Paulo. He ordered every 
man and woman on the State 
payroll to report to thelr re- 
spective offices on a certain 
morning for what he described 
as “n personal inspection.’ So 
many turned up that they could 
not cram into the ‘legislative 
building; some arrived without 
even knowing where they were 
supposed to work. 

Political appointees who had 
been drawing fat salary cheques 
for years without doing an 
hour’s work found themselves 
hauled. before a grim-faced 


panel of Quadros’ financial ex- 
certs and ordered to do some 
‘ost explaining. . 

With a ftcw months Sno 
Paulo was turned into the most 
prosperous and honest state In 
Brazil. The public were delight- 
ed with Quadros; when he en- 
nounced he weuld@ oppose Mar- 
shat Lott in the presidential 
elections they rushed to hig 
support, wearing the symbolic 
broom in their lapels. 

The campaign was crowded 
with drama. Ignoring oppon- 
ents who snmeercd that he had 
deliberately torn holes in his 
sults -befere appearing in public, 
Quadres delignicd in his role 
of the little man standing up 
to the maszive political machine. 
Only at the last moment did 
the powerful right-wing party, 
the National Democratle Union, 
offer him support. And he ac- 
cepted it on condition that he 
was not bound to carry out their 
policy if he took office. 

Unshaven, dishevelled, Quadros 
swent to ensy victory over the 
inartleulate Morshal Lott. Hia 
motte was: “the penny against 
the million,” his polloy. when he 
was pressed to outline {t, was 
“adaptable accerding to circum- 
_ stances.” 

Now that he has moved into 
the magnificent Presidential 
paluce in Brazil's new capital, 
-Brasilla, Quadros is getting 
down to the task of improv- 
ing tbe natlonal cconomy. 

He has declared it his alm to 
turn Brazil into a Western con- 
sumer's paradise before Castro 
manages to dominate the entire 
continent, to rid her of the in- 
feriority complex which has for 
centuries been a feature of 
Latin-American 
product of fear and ruthless ex- 
ploitation by foreign countries.

He insists that Ss0 Paulo 
shouid be regarded as an ex- 
ample of successful capitaHsm, 
that Brazil is brawny enough 
in her own right to treat the 
foreign investor as a working 
partner rather than a potential 
slave owner. 

He is no doctrinairc. He is 
‘willing to talk to — Castro, 
Khrushchev, President Kennedy 
—a new Tulecr of his own age— 
and anyone clse with something 
to offer. “To hell with ideolo- 
gics—business is business” he 
says. But he is certain that 
capitalism can -tatse living stan- 
dards faster than any form of 
State socialism, 

Quadros docs admit to being 
strongly pro-British. He is an 
avid reader of British history, 
has studied her constituticn, and 
he owes her €octors.a personal 
debt of gratitude. Last year he

What should a servant tell? 


Because doesn't it scem down- 
right disloyal for a private secre- 
tary to rush into print with a 
book like this at any fime, Iet 
alone only a few weeks after 
Gilbert Harding fell dead on the 
‘steps of the B.B.C.2 

I have never met Gilbert 
Hariding’s ex-secretary, but 
his employer always spoke
